Library News

TECHNICAL SERVICES DIVISION 


The Technical Services Division is a vital, but seldom seen, 
area of the Library. We have a variety of duties which include: 
work other areas of the Library when needed, process book 
requests, selection/ordering, cataloging/processing for addi- 
tion, reclassifying Dewey Decimal to Library of Congress, 
acquisition lists, holdings statistics, thesis binding, and collec- 
tion maintenance. 


Collection maintenance is becoming an increasingly impor- 
tant consideration, especially in the area of preservation. The 
Library of Congress, Washington D.C., estimates that by the 
year 2006, 3.3 million books will be lost (unable to be used). 
Proper practices in preservation can enable a library to keep 
a well-used book in circulation longer, especially when shrink- 
ing budget dollars may prevent the purchase of a replacement 
(if one can be located in the case of old texts). 


New technologies, such as digital storage/retrieval and mass 
deacidification, are currently being researched by several 
major universities (Cornell and Penn State, among others) and 
the Commission on Preservation and Access (Washington 
D.C.) to determine not only better methods of preservation, 
but also alternative formats for some materials. 


As Preservation Officer, and with help from the Assistant 
Library Director, I am developing a preservation plan in an 
effort to slow down the deterioration of our collection as much 
as possible. We are also looking forward to reviewing the 
environmental/climate controls for the new library facilities.
